be possible to meet their views—their 
protest being retarded generally as a 
mere political dodge. It is probable, 
however, that the promoters of the ap- 
peal will make some reply to the socie- 
ty's insinuations, and give at least a 
formal assurance that the proposed 
Funds will be administered, wholly for 
the benefit of the evicted.

At the close of his classical studies ha 
was placed in the seminary of St. Sul- 
ticete to complete his 
theological 


course. While there he showed re- 
markable aptitude 
in the study of 


philosophy and of the Hebrew, Arable 
and Syriac languages. 
He hod al- 


ready developed, however, too much In- 
dependence of thought to qualify for 
the priesthood, and therefore he quitted 
the seminary to follow the bent of his 
own mind,

In 1847 he won the Volney prize for a 


work upon the Semitic language. In 
1851 he was attached to ttufflepartm ent 
of manuscript hi the national library, 
and five years later was elected a mem- 
ber of the Academic des Inscription In 
the place of M, Augtwtln Thierry. In 
I860 he went on a mission to Syria, and 
three years Inter published his life ol 
Jesus. 
' M. Bonan became a member of the 
French academy on June 18, 1878. 
Benan's wife was the daughter ol 
Henri Schefler. the painter. 


Benan wrote voluminously

his works are: "Studies In Religions 
History," "The Book of Job," "Philo- 
sophical Dialogues and Fragments, 
"Spinoza," "History of the Origin ol 
Christianity," begun in 1868 and com- 
pleted in seven volumes in 1883i "The 
Evangelists," "The Apostles and liar- 
cos Anrellas."

WASHINGTON, Oct 4.—The depart- 


ment estimates of expenditures of gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year ending June 
30,1894,under the law, should have been 
in the hands of the secretary of .the 
treasury, who is charged - with their 
transmission to congress, on the lat 
inst. But they have not yet made their 
appearance. As a matter of fact they 
don't generally reach the treasury much 
before the date of meeting of congress. 


Secretary Busk of the department of 


agriculture has practically completed 
his estimates, and they only need revis- 
ion to make them ready for the secre- 
tary of the treasury. He. says they did 
not vary materially from the appropri- 
ations made by congress for the cur- 
rent year, a total of about »S,000,000. 
Some slight additions will be recom- 
mended, in order to carry on the work 
made necessary by the extension of the 
scope and purpose of the department. 


"If congress does what ought to be 


done to advance and encourage thei ag- 
rlcultnral interest of the country,' 
said Secretary Busk, "«r>0,000,000 will 
be appropriated, but for all that vast 
interest, the greatest in the land, con- 
gress has appropriated but S3,000,000 a 
year. Why, a single vessel for the navy 
coats more than that, and several of 
them are being built every year." 


As to the operations of the current 


year, which will 'include nine months 
jf the last year of Uie present admin- 
istrative term, Secretary Foster calcu- 
lated that the treasury will show a bal- 
ance of 110,000,000 on the SOtli of Juno, 
1893. 


The financial statement for Septem- 


ber shows that the cholera scare had 
not appreciably affected customs re- 
ceipts, so that In all probability the es- 
timates of revenue made last year will 
be fully borne out by the facts,

An agreement is said to have been

PABIS, Oct. 8 —Joseph Ernest* Re 


nan, philosopher and historian, died 
yesterday 
He was born at Tregnle 


Cotes du Nord on February 87, 1883. 
His parents wished, him to enter the 
prlesthoood, and at an early age he wi 
sent to Paris to obtain his preparation 
At the close ot his classical studies h 
was placed in the seminary of St. Su 
ticete to complete his theologlca 
course. While there he showed re- 
markable aptitude in the study 
philosophy and of the Hebrew, Arabic 
and Syriac languages. Be hod al 
ready developed, however, too much in 
dependence of thought to qualify for 
the priesthood, and therefore he qnitte 
the seminary to follow the bent ot hi 
own mind,

In 1847 he won the Volney prize for 


work upon the Semitic language, I: 
1851 he was attached to the"8epartm en 
ot manuscript in the national library 
and five years later was elected a mem 
her of the Academic des Inscription In 
the place of M. Auguatln Thierry. In 
I860 he went on a mission to Syria, ttnc 
three years litter published his life ot 
Jesus.

French academy on June 18, 1878 
Benan's wife was the daughter 
Henri Schefler. the painter. 


Benan wrote voluminously

his works are: "Studies hi Religion 
History," "The Book of Job," "Philo- 
sophical Dialogues and Fragments, 
"Spinoza," "History of the Origin o 
-Christianity," began In 1868 and com 
pletod in seven volumes in UBfts "Th 
Evangelists," "The Apostles and Mar- 
cns Amelias." Of his great "History 
ot Israel Before tae Birth ol Christ 
only two volumes were published.

The International Monetary Conference 


—Tbe Refunded Direct Tax—Court 


Martial of Paymaster Sullivan-

Th* Pla«*l Reports of the Government. 


WASDIKOIOR, Oct 4.—The depart- 


ment estimates of expenditures of gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year ending June 
30,1894,under the law, should have been 
in the hands of the secretary of .the 
treasury, who is charged - with their 
transmission to congress, on the 1st 
inst But they have not yet made their 
appearance. As a matter of fact they 
don't generally reach the treasury much 
before the date of meeting of congress. 


Secretary Busk of the department of 


agriculture has practically completed 
his estimates, and they only need revis- 
ion to make tb«m ready for the secre- 
tary of the treasury. He. says they did 
not vary materially from the appropri- 
ations made by congress for the cur- 
rent year, a total of about $3,000,000. 
Some slight additions will be recom- 
mended, in order to carry on the work 
made necessary by the extension of the 
scope and purpose of the- department. 


"If congress does what ouf^ht to be 


done to advance and encourage the ag- 
ricultural interest of the country," 
said Secretary Busk, "».-)(),000,000 will 
be appropriated, but for all that vast 
Interest, the greatest in the land, con- 
gress has appropriated but {3,000,000 a 
year. Why, a single vessel for the navy 
costs more than that, and several of 
them are being built every year." 


As to the operations of the current 


year, which will 'include nine months 
of the last year of the present admin- 
istrative term, Secretary Foster calcu* 
lated that the treasury will show a bal- 
ance of 110,000,000 on the SOtli of Juno, 
1893. 


The financial statement for Septem- 


ber shows that the cholera scare had 
not appreciably affected customs re- 
ceipts, so that in all probability the es- 
timates of revenue made last year will 
be fully borne out by tbe facts. 


The International Uonstary Oonlerenoe. 


WASBISOTON, tOct. 4.—Secretary of 


State Poster sent yesterday by .cable 
notification to tho European govern- 
ments wftloh have already gignlfiod a 
willingness to be represented at the in- 
ternational monetary conference, that 
It had been arranged to have the con- 
ference meet in Brussels on November 
23 next, the Belgian government hav- 
ing signified its readiness to have the 
same hold its sessions in its capital, 
and tho leading powers having ap- 
proved thti selection.
